OF THE PAST: 1900-1915 

NASH-RAMBLER-JEFFERY 

The early Rambler, designed by Charles Jeffery in 1901 was never marketed because it was thought to be to radical. A steering wheel 
replaced the “tiller" and the engine and radiator were mounted in the front. However, by 1915 when Charles Nash bought the Jeffery 
plant, the Chesterfield touring car (Model J-4) was so popular that it was featured in the first cigarette advertisement ever to show 
a man smoking. The car (pictured below) sold for $1,500.00 in 1915 and a pack of Chesterfields went for 10c. 



ADAMS-FARWELL 

This car, built by the Adams Foundry. Dubuque, Iowa, was on the market from 1904 until 1913. At the rear was a three or five cylinder rotary 
engine of 25 or 45 hp. The innocent carriage appearance did not suggest to a passenger that he might have the sensation of sitting on a spinning 
wheel as the engine rotated. The car cost $2,500.00 and weighed 2,200 pounds. Note the tiller and the door that enclosed the driver's legs.

Nelson Dewey 


Nelson Dewey was going to high school in Phoenix, Arizona, when he began his career as a professional (that's when you get paid for it) 
cartoonist. He sent a drawing of a weird dragster-and a story' about it-to HOT ROD Magazine. “They bought it," he says, “but as far as I 
know they’ve never primed the thing. But 1 got a check, and that really turned me onto cartooning!" 

He sent cartoons to lots of magazines-and got lots of rejection slips-for over a year. “1 did sell something else to HOT ROD. though .. . a 
feature article about a dragster that ran on compressed air (for real!)." 

Nelson (also known as "NED") moved to Los Angeles to go to art school, and with closer contact with editors there, began selling 
cartoons in his spare time. 

After working in full-time art jobs with a newspaper and a boating magazine. Nelson discovered CARtoons . . . and CARtOons discovered 
Nelson. 

“Before I knew it. I was making more money soiling cartoons.” he says, "than I was at my full-time job ... so I took the chance to try 
treelancing full time. I quit my job. and I've been ‘unemployed' ever since! It hasn't always been easy, but I've never regretted the decision." 

Nelson and his growing family moved out of Los Angeles, northward, and after several moves (northwards again) wound up in Canada. 
Victoria, B.C.. to be exact. “The North Pole seems to keep pulling us towards it... I just hope we don't wind up on an ice floe, living in an 
igloo!" 

Besides drawing for CARtoons. he's worked for Hot Rod Cartoons. Cycletoons. Surftoons (remember them?) and most major car 
magazines. He's illustrated more than 25 outdoors books for a Canadian publisher, plus writing and illustrating a booklet on bodysurfing that 
sells in Hawaii. He does advertising and illustration cartoons... newspaper cartoons... caricatures and scads of other freelance 

jobs." he says. "One neat thing about freelancing is the variety of work! There’s no chance to he bored when you go from illustrating a book 
on backroading to painting a 30-foot mural. . . from caricatures for CBers' QSL cards to creating sttange machines for CARtoons. A few 
years ago. one of my stories from CARtoons was reprinted in a college textbook that felt strange!" 

The rare moments he's not at the drawing board. Nelson reads SciFi, drives, sails, canoes and hikes with his wife . . and seven children. 
“That’s why I spend so much time at the board-I'm really trying 10 draw perfect counterfeit $50 bills ... to pay for food and clothes for the 
gang!" 

All his kids seem to be up-and-coming artists, he says, and claims to be training 'em to take over his freelance markets in a few years and 
support him! 

"Seriously, I don't think I could ever quit being a free-lancer.” says Nelson. “Sometimes the checks don't arrive as often as I'd like, and 1 
think about getting a 'steady' job-but there are too many things I still want to do. I want to put out my own SciFi comic book ... 1 want to 
try getting a comic strip syndicated ... I want to do some animation ... I just wouldn't have half enough time for any of that." 

Nelson’s last words to us were that he plans to keep slinging ink onto paper "as long as I can twitch my fingers and hold a pen!" 

P.S. Just before we went to press, a cryptic note arrived from Nelson. It reads: “All you people who wrote me 'cause you got a card in the 
‘Drive-in’ game-ifs okay... you can continue play now.”
